walked ont of a " bucket-shop’ in London, 
An honest broker--perhaps another mie- 
nomer—sote a5 a mediator, carrying bona 
Jide prices from one to another, and con- 
tenting himself witha recognized pexcen 
-tago when the bargain is struck, Not ao 
certain of the Singapore and Hongkong 
variety, The-saller quotes, say, $12 as 
his price: the buyer is asked $12.25 or 
$12.50, and the differance, aa well as 
brokerage, goes into the pocket of tha 
gontloman whoae stock-in-trade consists of 
a notebook, a bundle of bought snd 
sold notes, and unbounded chook, It would 
be difficult to aay, who is moat to blame— 
certainly neither is ta be pitied—tha fool 
who believes in him, or tho inave who 
thinks to make use of sucha tool. If some

A TERRIBLE FIGHT WITH A TIGER.
